The Vionist plana for the re-oocupation of Palestine are going 
right ahond, dfspite opposition luid delay in determining the final 
Status of that country. The Zionists assume that the pl ans of the 
British, who took that region from the Turks, will be carried out, 
probably in the form of a Jewish republic under the protection of the 
League of Nations. Whatever the arrangement, the Jews seem as- 
sured of pretty complete autonomy, and freedom from tlie restrictions 
and persecutions so long imposed by the Turks on Jews and Chris- 
tians alike.

If the 
expectation is realised, tiierefore, the political and social problems 
of the settlers will be simplified by their numerical superiority. 

The present inhabitants ai'o mostly Turks and Arabs, hardly 
capable of successful competition with the fresh, vigorous, modern 
type of Hebrew who returns as a pioneer to the land of his fathers. 

It will surely take courage, energy and science to redeem that 
little sacred .strip of land lu twien the Dead Sea anl the Mediter. 
ranean. It seems to have been fertile and well-watered in ancient 
times, otherwise it could hardly I jve been the "Promised Land" that 
it was to the Children of Israel. If so, the climate has changed much. 
Today it is mostly semi-arid, uith a soil which, even when watered, 
shows itself impoverished. There are 'big areas of hopeless rock 
and sand. ; 

It is more like Utah than tlie ordinary conceptiota of it gained 
from the Bible. .Still, many p.nis have been made to blossom as tlic 
rose. Perhaps these hopeless Zionists can do the same with Palestini'. 
Certainly in their e£Fort8 the good will of all the world will go with 
them.

The Appalachian Trade Journal ot 
Knozvllle, Tenn., has ]uat laaued a bul- 
letin on the production of coal In Ken- 
tucky during the year 1918, based on 
government reports, a copy of which 
was received by The Ledger today. 

This report shows that Kentucky 
produced in 1916 a totnt of 31,fi12,617 
tons, against 27,707, V:.7 tons for 1917, 
a gain of nearly four million tons, val- 
ued at about 110,000,000, the average 
value of coal produced in 1818 being 
$2.65. The 191S prodnotloB in valued 
at $80,666,842. 

The Indnatry employed 89,842 per- 
sons, working an averaiga ot SSO days. 

Probably the item of greataat Inter- 
est to cltliena of the State la that of 
tlie 1918 production, when more than 
twenty-nine million tons were ablpped 
out of the State, in return for which, 
over seventy-three million dollars in 
"new money" was brought into the 
Stale, and retained here, aa probably 
t>0 per cent, to 70 per cent, of the re- 
ceipts for coal was Immediately paid 
out to employes of the coal mining 
companies. This amount, in turn, was 
largely spent in commissaries and 
nearby stores for the necessities and 
luxuries dt life, thereby profiting Ken- 
tucky merohanta, retailera. Jobbers 
and aupply men. 

The Appalachian Trade Journal 
pointa out that Eaatem Kentucky ami 
eapeolally that part lying to the South- 
eaetem comer, la the greataat unde- 
veloped and most rapidly developing 
coal field In the United SUtea. 

The Journal says: 

"It can readily be seen that a val- 
uable by-product of the coal mining 
Industry la the demand for merchan- 
dise and supplies, for the mine work- 
ers and the mine operators, a peculiar 
phase of which seems to be that Job- 
bing and supply cities outside of tlii> 
State find tills a rich field, while job- 
bing centers of Kentucky apparently 
do not use to advantage the tact that 
they are In the aama Stata aa the In- 
dustry."

Congressman .T. Cainjiliol) (■iiiiiilll 
stated that he would go to LouiHVlUe 
tomorrow and will attend the the Dem- 
ocratic state convention on Thursday 
a.., a delegate from Scott county. He 
win appear before the Committee on 
Resolutions with the above telegrams 
and urge the Inoorporatlon into the 
platform ot a plank in keeping wltli 
the Prealdanta appeaL 

More than once, when the auffragc 
amendment lacked a vote to obtain 
paaaage through the Senate, the Preal- 
dent la aaid to have oalled upon Sena- 
tor Beckham In vain tor hia vote. 

The President la said to have learn- 
ed that Senator Beckham, who proba- 
bly will next year Meek rcnomlnatlon, 
has been slated to be Chairman of the 
ronimittee on Ucsolutions ThurHday. 
Knowing his atliludo in regard to the 
suffraRe amendment il Is declared he 
has taken advantage of an opportun- 
ity to ask the Democrats of Kentucky 
to take their guidance from him, rath- 
er than from Senator Beckham. 

In hia meaaage to Repreaentatlve 
Cantrill Preaident Wllaon makea it 
plain that he la "the leader ot the 
party..** 

Appearing on the eve ot the conven- 
tion, the telegram may have the effect 
of changing plans that have been In 
process of development a fortnight. 
Senator Beckham may announce that 
he will not accent or he may iuinounce 
continued oiipositlmi In wdiuiin suf- 
frage by Federal ametulmeut niul 
stand for a plank granting the fran- 
chise to women by state action. 

The Senator moy be strong enough 
to Induce th^ committee to report n 
platform containing no declaration un 
the aubject. It la pointed out. This 
couraa would throw the matter Into 
tha oonventlon tor direct action on the 
floor. 

Congreaaman Cantrill, t^bo probably 
will oppoae Senator Beckham tor re- 
nomination, It Is aald, admitted to- 
night that he suggested the President's 
plan of sending a meaaage to the oon- 
ventlon.

"I called Mrs. Cantrill in Washing- 
ton, by telephone, told her the situa- 
tion in Kentucky, anil asKed her to go 
to the While House and Impart It in 
the President, and his telegram la the 
result of her vsllt."
